SIX SERVICES SUNDAY 


Address of 
Mrs. Eddy, Which Was 
Lengthy, B as 
Devoted Priusl- 


pally to the Doctrines of 


Tlint Faith. 


Boston, June ll.—One of (he most 
remarkable religious demonstrations 
ever witnessed in New England occur­ 
red Sunday, when the new $2,000,000 
Christian Science temple in the Back 
Bay district was dedicated. 
From ev­ 
ery state in the Union, and from all 
parts of the world members of that 
faith were present. 
It was estimated 
that more than 40,000 Christian Sci­ 
entists were in the party. Six services 
were held to accommodate the 
vast 
throngs, but even then there were 
thousands who were unable to gain ad­ 
mission to the temple. 
The seating 
capacity of the new temple exceeds 
5,000, and at each service hundreds 
stood in the aisles and in the rear. 
As early as I o’clock hundreds of 
Scientists were standing in line wait­ 
ing patiently for the doors to open. At 
6 o’clock there were at least 3,000 peo­ 
ple in the street outside the church, 
and an hour later th© number had 
swelled to 5,000 
As soon ns one service had been com­ 
pleted and the congregation had de­ 
parted th© temple was filled again, and 
still there were thousands outside who 
had been unable to gain admission. 
The six services were identila, and 
each service was about two hours in 
length. The occasion combined by the 
annual communion and the dedicatory 
services consisted of the usual Chris­ 
tian Science opening exorcises, the 
reading of the tenets of the church, a

Salt water made its appearance In 
the wells, the oil supply was shut off 
and oil was discovered at Humble, A ll 
of Batson moved 
here,

The oil production of the Humble 
field has been falling off rapidly of 
late.

W hile this distinction betw een D em oc­ 
racy and Socialism should be over­ 
looked the Democratic platform m u st 
be one of progress and reform and not 
m erely opposition to Republican or So­ 
cialistic Ideas. 
In our fight for abso­ 
lute elim ination of private monopolies 
and for regulation of corporations in 
general it is necessary the party shall 
be free from any suspicion of an alli­ 
ance w’lth 
corporate 
interests, 
th a t 
have dom inated Am erican politics. 
To 
this end cam paign contributions m ust 
be limited to those who have the pub­ 
lic interests to advance. 
I trust public 
sentim ent w ill require all parties to 
keep the books open so th at hereafter 
no party will be under private obliga­ 
tions to sui ii corporate offenders.” 
Alluding to conditions in the m eat 
industry Mr. Bryan said: 
"T he beef 
trust is not different in its ch aracter 
and methods from oth er trusts. 
T he 
Inevitable tendency of private monopo­ 
ly is to increase the price of the prod­ 
uct and lower its quality. 
W hy should 
anyone expect anything else from a 
trust th an lowering the qaulity when 
the monopoly is established? Observe 
I have used the words private monopo­ 
ly.' not ‘public.’ 
In private monopoly 
private interests set up against those 
of the whole people, 
A quite different 
principle comes into operation when in­ 
terest all alone is in view.” 
H erm an Ridder of the New York
